Charles quarreled 
with his queen, Henrietta, and with 
his parliament, and not long afterward 
Cromwell asked for his head. Henri 
etta gave the diamond to the Earl of 
Worcester. Worcester probably gave 
it back to the Stuarts, for whom he 
ruined himself, for it descended to 
James II. James’ disastrous reign cost 
him the crown, but he kept the Sanci. 
That and other jewels which he took 
away with him supported various Stu- 
art pretenders. This particular one was 
sold to Louis XIV. of France for $125.- 
000 . 

Stolen with other jewels in 1792, the 
Sanci disappeared for thirty-six years 
A jeweler came by it, and Prince Dom- 
idoff purchased it for his wife. Twen- 
ty years later she let it go to Jamset- 
jee Jeejeeboy, a rich merchant of Bom- 
bay. Again it appeared at a Paris 
jeweler’s shop and was sold to the 
maharajah of Puttilala. He. too. came 
upon hard times. It was from a Lon- 
don jeweler that William Waldorf As 
tor bought it for his son’s bride.— 
Franklin Clarkin in Everybody’s Mag- 
azine.

THE SPIDER 



STOCK, CROP AND FARM NOTES 



It Differs From an Insect In Five Main 
Particulars. 

The spider is not an insect, though 
probably nine people out of ten would 
class it under this term. With scor 
pions and mites spiders form a class in 
the animal kingdom knowu as arach- 
nida. This name is derived from a 
mythical personage called Arachne, 
the daughter of a purple dyer of Ly- 
dia. who was fabled to have chal- 
lenged Minerva to a trial of skill in 
spinning. So indignant was the god- 
dess at this act of boldness that she 
forthwith transformed the hapless 
challenger into a spider, presumably 
in order that she might have the best 
possible opportunity of practicing the 
art on which she prided herself so 
much. 

Spiders differ from insects In five 
main particulars. Their eyes are sim- 
ple instead of compound, they have 
eight legs in place of six, they do not 
pass through the metamorphoses 
which are characteristic of insects, 
they have no antennae and their 
breathing is accomplished by means of 
organs which combine the functions 
of lungs aud gills instead of by tubes 
pervading their bodies. These points 
of distinction are sufficient to deter- 
mine the fact that it is impossible to 
class spiders as insects. 



— Not much attention is being given 
to the question of pooling by Madison ' 
county tobacco growers. They are 
going ahead putting in big crops and J 
seem to lose little sleep over the J 
pool. 

—Total receipts of live stock at the j 
Chicago market last week were 46,7'JO 
cattle, 79,000 hogs and 4,700 sheep. 
The week's receipts, compared with ! 
t ie previous week, in round numbers 
1 increased 2,000 cattle, decreased 15,600 
hogs and IU0 sheep. Compared with 
corresponding week last year cattle i 
increased 5,000. hogs decreased 56,100 J 
and sheep 11,000. 

—The hog scarcity is effecting the 
entire world. So difficult is it to se- ! 
i care a surplus of hog produets that j 
one English provision house reports j 
I that in the last week of Februray it j 
; handled hams and bacon from ten diff- ! 
| erent countries, including,the United 
States, Canada. England, Ireland, 
Denmark, Holland, France, Russia, 
Siberia and Roumania. It is also 
j known that a cargo of frozen hog car- 
j casses from China was landed in Liv- 
! erpool that week. No country has 
more than a small stock of hog pre- 
: ducts to offer. Lard is reported to be 
! especially scarce k in Europe, and oleo 
oil, cocanut fat, cotton seed oil and 
1 various compound vegetable oils are 
being used as partial or complete sub- 
stitutes for hog fat. 

—Farmers whose tobacco has not 
been delivered, would do well to ex- 
amine it. A press dispatch from Car- 
lisle says: “Tobacco growers of Nich- 
olas and adjoining counties in many 
places are busy moving their 1909 
tobacco owing to the report that it is 
beginning to funk and spoil, where it 
is bulked in the barns of the growers. 
Considearble damage has already been 
reported from some sections and there 
is a general rush being made either to 
deliver to the equity re-drymg houses 
or^prepare to re-dry in local barns. It 
is said unless immediate action is ta- 
ken to remove it fiom the bulks great 
| damage will result.” 

j —During 1909 the United States De- 
; partnent of Ariculture made quite an 
extensive examination of grass and 
clover seeds to determine the extent 
1 to which they were being adulterated. 
In doing this work Kentucky bluegrass 
seed received consideabls attention 
416 samples of what was being offered 
for sale as Kentucky bluegrass were 
obtained in the pen market. Fourteen 
of these samples were found to be 
wholly or in part Canada bluegrass. 

While this is bad enough, it is a big 
improvement over conditions the pre- 
vious year. These tests illustrate how 
1 Kentucky bluegrass seed growers have 
been and still are being swindled by 
branding any old stuff as a Kentucky 
product and selling it to the public.

The “Picket.” 

The picket was generally inflicted on 
cavalry and artillery men and was a 
singularly brutal bit of torture. Along 
post, near which stood a stool, was 
driven into the ground. The delinquent 
was ordered to mount the stool, and 
his right hand was fastened to a hook 
in the post by a noose, drawn up as 
high as it could be stretched, round bis 
wrist. A stump the height of the stool, 
with its end cut to a round and blunt 
point, was also driven into the earth 
close to the post. Then the stool was 
taken away, and the sufferer had noth- 
ing to rest his bare feet upon bnt the 
stump, “which, though it did not usu- 
ally break the skin.” says Captain 
Grose, “put him in great torture, his 
only means of relief being by resting 
his weight on his wrist, the pain of 
which soon became intolerable.” One 
can very well believe him, especially 
when he makes the addition that a 
man was not infrequently left to stand 
in this position for half an hour, al- 
though the orthodox period of endur- 
ance was fifteen minutes. — London 
Graphic.

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Bourbon Fair Directors Meet. 

The^driectors of the Bourbon County 
Agricultural Society met Thursday 
aftsrnoon in the county court room, 
and was presided over by President 
Joseph M. Hall. The meeting was 
held to discuss plans for the holding 
of the sixty-fourth exhibition of the 
Society. 

The board claimed the fist week in 
September as the date of the fair, 
which will commence on Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 6, and continue throughout the 
week. One important question which 
has come up at each annual exnibition 
of the society and one of unusual in- 
terest to horsemen, was the question 
of how many judges should pass upon 
the merits of each ring of horses in 
both saddle and harness classes. After 
considerable discussion of the question 
the board of directors by an aye and 
nay vote decided to have one man 
judge each ring and different men for 
the saddle and harness classes. 

It was claimed by the advocates of 
the one judge system that men com- 
petent to judge a harness horse, that 
men of state-wide reputation should be 
selected, and with special reference to 
their knowledge of the sadd e and har- 
ness horse, to the end that a high class 
horseman officiate in each ring, so that 
every exhibitor could fell that his en- 
frv had had a square deal. 

JJThe qiestion as to what class of 
amusements should be secured for the 
1910 exihbiton was deferred to a later 
meeting of the board.
